ORTWEIN, THE PITTSBURG MURDERER.

Pirrsboure, Pa., Feb. 22.—Through the cour- 
tesy of Sheriff Hare, your correspondent ob- 
tained an interview this evening with Ernest 
Ortwein, who will be hauged to-morrow. The 
sondemned was found in hie coil eating a hearty 
supper, with as much ronchalance as though 
this were not his last night on earth.

But now 
that I am going to die, I wish this misstatement 
corrected, I am Sorry I committed the crime, 
but I expect to meot the Hamnett family in 
Heaven. 

Ortwein bas made a will, and I asked him to

seid be felt sorry for his poor widowed 
mother, his brothers and his sisters, in 
Germany; otherwise he bad yo regrets. Lhe 
murderer is a marvel. I never saw a maa stand- 
ing on the brink of the grave with more verve 
and coolness. Ile does not dread bis fate; yel, 
looking at him iu his ceil, ove wouid searcely be- 
lieve now that he could have been the fiend to 
nend a whole fam ly into eteraity withont a mo- 
ment'e warning. le says it was but an impnuise,

We 
hope he will be sent there, whether as Re-

The Louisiana Sub-Committee, of which 
Mr. Hoar was Chairman, has prepared re- 
port. They find that there id a disposition 
among the white men of the State to get 
control of the Government, by fair means or 
foul; that, in the furtherance of this design, 
recourse has been had to murder, fraud, and 
coercion; that the general adhesion of the 
whites to the Democratic party is due to the 
control of the negroes by the Re- 
maladministration 
of Republican officials, and repeated 
election-frauds in the Republican in- 
terest; that the white people are largely to 
blame for their own sufferings, baving ag- 
gravated their complaints by the application 
of in judicious and inefficient remedies; that, 
although KxLLodd received a legal majority 
in 1872, and although there was intimidation 
in many parishes in 1874, the illegal action of 
Judge Donn in the one case, and of 
the Returning Board in the other, have 
furnished substantial grounds for complaint ; 
that lawlessness now prevails in many parts of 
the State; that KL Loo should be recognized; 
and that the five Conservative members de- 
prived of their seats by the Returning Board 
should be reinstated. This is doing pretty 
well by Mr. Kexioaa, and by the Conserva- 
tive members too; so that, if Congress 
should adopt the report and embody its rec- 
ommendations in a law, neither side would 
have much cause to complain, except on 
grounds of abstract justace. The compro- 
mise suggested by the Committee is prac- 
ticable, if it be not just. 

HARD TIMES IN ILLINOIS. 

The importance af having the revenue sys- 
tem of this State placed on some sound and 
equitable basis is our apology for again ask- 
ing legislative attention to the deficiencies 
and incongruities of the Illinois revenue 
laws. We concede that the tax systems of 
other States are more or less defective, and 
hat the number of States which have re- 
modeled their system and ‘corrected the 
abuses is less than that of the States which 
have not done so; but that is ho reason why 
this great State shall not relieve itself of 
the burdens and oppressions which are 
due to the ignorance of the past. Our 
National system of revenue partakes large- 
ly of the barbarism of other ages, and, 
between the Natiopal and State and local 
systems, the people are terribly plundered. 
It was stated in Congress the other day as 
an authenticated fact that in the past ten 


years the American people have paid in taxes 


$7,000,000,000 to the National, State, and local 
Governments. This sum is nearly equal to 
one-half of the total assessed wealth of the 
country in 1870, and averages $700,000,000 a 
year, or 5 per cent of our whole taxable valua- 
tion. In other words, at this rate every 
twenty years the taxes aggregate the assessed 
value of the taxable property. Whatever 
changes that can be made in the existing forms 
of taxation that will mitigate this enormous 
consumption of the products of labor must 
always be atimely and beneficial measure. 
Thus a tax on imports may be 60 arranged as 
to be a great or an insiguiflcaut burden. A 
tax on tea and coffee will produce $13,000,000 
of revenue without any waste; while a tax 
on cotton goods to produce $18, 000,000 of 
revenue would require the payment by the 
people of $70,000,000 bounty to certain per- 
sons in addition to the tax. The substitution 
of the one article in place of another for the 
purpose of taxation, without changing the 
amount of revenue to the „makes a 
difference of three-fourths in the — of 
bounty and tax paid by the people. So with 
reference to the levy of State and local taxes ; 

that system of taxation whi¢h yields the 
largest revenue at the least cost of collection, 
and is attended with the least incidental or 
consequential taxation, is the wisest and the 


Every locality in the State of IHinois is suffer- 
ing for the want of working capital. We have 
the labor, the raw material, the skill, and the 
market ; what is wanted is the capital to invest 
in the purchase of raw material, and in wages 
for labor to convert those raw materials into 
merchantable products. Men want money to 
erect buildings, to purchase machinery, to in- 
vest in live stock, to improve their farms, and 
increase their products. For the want of this 
money the raw materials have no market, and 
labor is unemployed, and consequently hard 
times are supposed to exist. There is no 
need of scarcity of money in Illinois. It 
always flows to where there security and 
demand for it, provided there be no legal pro- 
hibitions and restrictions to it out. There 
is an immonse amount of 
which would come to this State if properly 
encouraged. There are many thousands of 
men in this State itself having five hundred 
or a thousand dollars each which they would 
readily invest in any productive enterprise. 
There is not a city or village in the State that 
has not its proportion of these men. Each 
man hes too small a sum to engage in any 
considerable undertaking by himself; and the 
law of Illinois provides that if a dozen, or 
twenty, or fifty of these mae ded their un- 
employed capital, and undertake to employ 
labor, purchase machinery, and convert raw 
material into salable fabrics, these men ‘are 
to be regarded as a species of publie enemies 
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the estimated value of the stock, and both are 
taxed! The right to issue certificdtes of 
shares to the several owners is called 8 valu- 
able franchise, and is heavily assessed and 
taxed ; so'that in fact the law taxes the mere 
legal right or privilege which another 
statute gives to citizens to unite 
their means under a corporate name 
to carry om an industrial enterprise. 
Do legislators reflect that this prohibition of 
such consolidation of small sums prohibits 
the employment of labor, prohibits the con- 
version of raw material into finished fabrics, 
and is of itself one of the great causes of hard 
times? Yet two hundred and more gentle- 
men are in session at Springfield, sent there 
to legislate for the welfare of the State, and 
not one of them has proposed to repeal the 
legal prohibitions against the union of small 
capitalists and the combination of their means 
for the purpose of industrial production. If 
there were on the. statute-book a law pro- 
hibiting the migration to this State of labor- 
ers, or the employment of laborers now here, 
there would be a race among these legislators 
for the honor of proposing the repeal of the 
prohibition ; but the same men take no notice 
of the law which prevents the combination of 
small capitalists, or the introduction here of 
capital with which to employ the thousands 
who, willing to work, ean find no employ- 
ment. The bad policy and iniquity of the 
one prohibition is only paralleled by that of 
the other. 

Another and striking peculiarity of the 
law of Illinois is, that it imposes a severe 
penalty on any man who dares to borrow 
money. It treats the farmer or the stock- 
raiser, or the tradesman, or the builder, or 
merchant, or manufacturer, who borrows 
money, as a man dangerous to society, and 
one fit to be punished by heavy penalties. 
The man who wants $5,000 on ten years’ 
time, proposing to use the money in in- 
creased production, finds that the marketable 
value of money on real estate mortgage is 
about 7 per cent, which rental he is willing 
and able to pay. But the law interferes, 
and says that the crime of borrowing 
money to be invested in increased production 
is of such magnitude that it must be pun- 
ished by such taxation that the borrower will 
never be able to extricate himself from the 
consequences of his act. In addition to tax- 
ing him on the land or capital he obtains, it 
subjects him to a tax for State, city, county, 
town, and all other purposes on the loan and 
on the additional property he has secured 
with the proceeds of the loan. Dy 
an amusing fiction, it requires this 
tax to be paid nominally by the 
lender, who uses this fiction to add 3 or 4 per 
cent to the ordinary value of the money, and, 
to protect himself against unforeseen taxes 
and other exactions, requires that the bor- 
rower pay him 10 per cent a year interest, 
with commissions, ete., equivalent to 1 or 2 
per cent per annum additional The bor- 
rower has no alternative; he must pay this 
ruinous rate or go without the money, and 
the result is that the people of Illinois 
who have borrowed money on mortgage pay 
from 10 to 12 per cent interest annually, — 
compelled to do so by the law of the State, 
We know of nothing so productive of “ hard 
times as to require every man borrowing 
money to pay from 10 to 12 per cent interest. 
If the law of the State, in express terms, pro- 
hibited the borrowing of money at a less rate 
of interest than that, it could not be more 
effectual than the present law. It is one of 
the curiosities of the enlightenment of the 
present day that this law, which compels bor- 
rowers to pay from 3 to 4 per cent more 
for the use of money than its real market 
value, is especially championed and defended 
by the representatives of the men who want 
to borrow! They cling with devotion to the 
weight which is bearing them to the dust. And 
yet any person with three grains of common 
sense must perceive that all taxes levied on 
the lender’s right of repayment or return of 
his capital will invariably be added by him 
to the rate of interest, no matter whether he 
actually pays any taxes or not. Hence it is 
that the borrower—the debtor—is doubly 
taxed, first on the property or capital which 
he obtains from the lender, and next he is 
made to pay another tax in the form of in- 
creased interest to the amount the law ‘hreat- 
ens to tax the note or mortgage of the lender, 
which note or mortgage is not tangible prop- 
erty, but merely the promise of the borrower 
to return the property at a future time, with 
interest for its use, to the actual owner of it. 
This wrongful, barbarous system of double 
taxing the same thing is what docs the mis- 
chief, and oppresses the debtor classes, and 
discourages industrial enterprises,

The cable F sino from England report 
that although Jomn Mrrone: has been once 
rejected by Parliament, and a new writ of 
election issued, he will run again. With his 
election or non-election Americans have but 
little interest, and so far as b+ may succeed

of Ireland. ‘To ask Americans, however, to 
sympathize with Jonx Mrronet is as absurd 
as it is to abuse them for not sympathizing 
with him. There is one reason whichis now, 
and always will be, sufficient to prevent any 
general American sympathy for him, name- 
ly, that, while pretending to be the advocate 
of liberty in ome country, he was false to it 
in another. 

When Mr. Mrronmt. was arrested by the 
English Government for the offensive articles 
which he published in the United Irishman, 
and for the bold manner in which he followed 
in the steps of Danxret O’Conneii, demand- 
ing Irish rights, he had the sympathies of this 
whole country. When the English Govern- 
ment expatriated him and sentenced him to 
fourteen years’ imprisonment, its action was 
universally denounced, not only by the 
Irishmen, but also by the Americans of this 
country. He was justly looked upon as a 
martyr to freedom, and a man whe been 
wrongfully punished for his devotion to lib- 
erty by a tyrannical Government. When he 
made his escape from Australia ‘and landed 
in New York, he was,warmly welcomed. All

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bim as the friend, coadjutor, and disciple of

the slave-h in their hatred of the free 
North. When the Rebellion for slavery broke 
out, he leut bis efforts to break up 
the Union freedom, and threw all 
his influence and energies against the cause 
of American liberty. He conducted the 
pro-slavery Whig in the most vitu- 
perative and outrageous manner against the 
North. He his sons in the Rebel army, 
and one of them was killed fighting to break 
up the Union Government and establish the 
slave oligarchy in power. He was recreant 
to his own professions of principles, recreant 
to liberty, reoreant to the principles which 
Dax O’Coxwent had taught, for one of the 
most eloquent speeches of DAx KIL.

He could plead for Irish liberty and con- 
spire and fight against American liberty. He 
cuuld appeal to the world against British op- 
pression of the Irish poople, but could join 
hand in hand with the Southern slave-driver

THE GAG LAW. 

‘The Detroit Post affects to believe that Tux 
Curcaco TAU opposes the Potanp Gag 
law because we do not want any law to pun- 
ish libel. The Post is uttexly mistaken. The 
cage of the correspondent BU for the libel 
of Senator CHAN DL illustrates the injustice 
of the law. Burtt, communicated certain 
written statements to the Detroit Yee Press, 
which published them. We will admit, for 
illustration, that they were false and slander- 
ous. Mr. Caanpuenz lives in Detroit, and the 
libel was published not by Burun, but by the 
Free Press in Detroit. The laws of Michi- 
gan, we suppose, farnish ample remedy, 
civil and criminal, fer any wrong done in 
the libel, and the ree Press is an establish- 
ment of responsible means. Instead of pro- 
ceeding against the publishers of the /ree 
Press in Detroit, where the alleged libel was 
published and circulated, a criminal prosecu- 
tion is begun against the correspondent 
Buri at Washington for a publication made 
in Detroit! That prosecution was dropped 
for a time, and Box returned to his orig- 
inal residence in St. Louis. The prosecution 
against him is now revived, not at Detroit or 
St. Louis, but at Washington, under the 
Pok Ax law. In like manner the editor of 
the New York, Tribune is held to bail to 
answer at Washington for an offene which, 
if committed at all, was committed in 
New York. Against the law, whether 
Potanp law or any other, which tolerates, 
sanctions, or warrants any such abuse as this, 
we protest. The Detroit Post says these ar- 
rests were made under the District local 
law, and not under any law of the United 
States.” There is no local law” in force in 
the District ef Columbia that has not been 
enacted or put in force by act of Congress. 

We object to this law further because the 
time may come when a Democratic Congress 
and Administration may by its enforcement 
seck to yes 8 criticism of Democratic 
measures aud Democratic men. The time 
may come when the publishers of the Detroit 
Post may find themselves subject to arrest as 
fugitives from justice in the District of 
Columbia for alleged libels in Detroit.

THE GERMAN BANKING SYSTEM. 

After the new Empire of Germany had 
provided for an uniform specie currency, it 
undertook the provision of an uniform paper 
currency. The task has been one of consid- 
erable difficulty. There are about fifty banks 
of issue in the different States of the Empire, 
and very few of them print notes which cir- 
culate beyond their immediate neighborhood. 
A few are private corporations with special 
charters. The latter cannot always pass 
their notes within the limits of one State. 
The former can do this, but can rarely give 
them currency in any other State. Persons 
passing from one small realm inte an- 
other have to exchange their paper 
thalers at a considerable shave. This 
state of things, much like that of our 
State banks before 1862, has been a serious 
hindrance to inter-State business. A bill was 
German 
Parliament on the 18th of last November for 
the regulation of banking throughout the 
Empire. It has been substantially changed 
in committee and in the House. Its amended 
form provides for the issue of national bank- 
notes to the amount of 385,000,000 marks 
($92,400,000) by the different banks now in 
existence. A certain amount of this issue is 
allotted to each bank. The lion’s share falls 
to the German Bank, a new institution, which 
takes the place of the Bank of Prussia. Its 
charter extends to 1891, and is remarkable. On 
the expiration of the charter of any other 
public or any private bank, the concern is 
to be wound up and merged into the German 
Bank. The shares of the latter are divided 
between the Government and the public. 
Each bank of issue must receive the notes of 
all others at par. Although the aggregate 
issue is limited to 385,000,000 marks, the lim- 
itation is not absolute. Notes to this amount 
are not taxed, but any issued in excess of it 
must pay 5 per cent duty. The wisdom of 
this is not apparent. If at any time there is 
an absolute need for more money and more 
is to be issued, it will be bad. policy to tax 
borrowers in such desperate straits 5 per cent 
extra. Such a duty would advance the rate 
of discount to a ruinous figure. 

The effect of the bill will be good and bad. 
It will give the Empire an uniform paper cur- 
rency, and will therefore ‘quicken trade. On 
the other hand, it will centralize power at 
Berlin. Prussia, controlling the German 
Bank as she will, can control the money mar- 
ket of the Empire. She will have it in her 
power to seriously affect the commercial pros- 
perity of all the other States.

FROM OCEAN TO OCEAN. 

Since Corrzz climbed the mountain peak 
whence he caught his first view of the great 
Pacific Ocean, men’s minds have been full of 
schemes for joining the two great seas which 
are separated at half-a-dozen points between 
Mexico and New Granada only by narrow 
ridges of rock. A canal from one to the other 
would save the long and dangerous voyage 
aroung Cape Horn, would make the discovery 
of the ice-bound Northwest Passage a matter 
of even less moment than it is now, and would 
do away with the present necessity of wast- 
ing money, time, and labor by unloading 
westward-bound freight at Aspinwall, sending 
them by rail to Panama, and there reloading 
them for the ports of California or far 


Cathay. 


Several routes for the canal have been pro- 
posed and English and American engineers 
have made several surveys. The choice now 
seeing to lie between three lines,—the Nicar- 
agua, the Panama, and the Darien. The 
Isthmus of Panamais midway between the 
other two. The Nicaragua route has been 
fully surveyed and has been pronounced fens- 
ible. Its great advantage is that Lake Nicar- 
agua would furnish an inexhaustiblesupply of 
water. On the other hand, there are no good 
harbors on either ocean, and the route would 
be nearly, if not quite, 200 miles long, five 
times the estimated length of the Panama 
Canal, and seven times that of the Darien. It 
was decided to make a decisive survey of the 
two competingroutes this year. Two parties 
of United States engineers landed at Aspinwall 
on the 15th ult. Both are now at work. 

The route proposed via Panama uses the 
River Chagres as a channel for 20 miles. 
‘Thente it passes over a ridge the height of 
which is estimated all the way from 200 to 
1,200 feet to a point on the Pacific 10 miles 
north of Panama. ‘The total length is reck- 
oned at 48 miles, 20 of which will be on the 
Chagtes. This river winds and twists aia 
Mississippi. Its waters from rain torrents 
sometimes rise 25 feet in a single day. It 
meanders through swamps and builds up 
sandbars. These are grave objections to the 
route, The proximity of the railroad, the 
comparative cheapness of the cutting, and 
the good harbors, are, however, strongly in 
its fayor. The natives are busily engaged in 
manufacturing arguments in its behalf. The 
last reported is that the pelicans always fly 
from ocean to occan over the Chagres.

WORK FOR TELE POLICE. 

If the Communists of this city shall en- 
deavor to carry out, next Thursday, the pro- 
gramme laki down by them in a meeting held 
Sunday afternoon, we sincerely hope that the 
Mayor and police of this city will have sufii- 
cient courage to prevent a repetition of the 
disgraceful scenes enacted by the same class 
of confiscators something over a year ago. 
At that time a raid was organized on the Re- 
lief and Aid funds in much the same manner 
as is now proposed, and the cowardice or im- 
becility of the present City Government pre- 
vented it from taking such measures as would 
have frustrated their purpose, unjust in 
itself and unlawful in the manner of its 
prosecution. The failure of the city 
authorities promptly and efficiently to come 
to the protection of the Relief and Aid So- 
ciety forced the officers thereof to distribute 
something like $100,000 more than their own 
judgment approved. The demand of the 
Communists was that the Relief and Aid So- 
ciety should tugn over the whole of their 
funds to men to be selected by the Com- 
munists; and the city authorities permitted 
a lawless mob, prged on by afew reckless 
desperadoes, to go so far in their menace that 
the Society was forced into the degrading a- 
titude of partially succumbing to threats and 
intimidation. Ag a result of this terrorism, 
the Relief and Aid Society disbursed during the 
months of December, 1873, and January, 
1874, $112,124, while during the months of 
December and January just passed they have 
distributed but $22,980, which they have found 
sufficient. This year they exercised their 
own judgment and sense of duty in the dis- 
tribution of a sacred trust; last year they 
acted under threats against their lives and 
property,—permitted by the present City 
Government, which had then recently sue- 
ceeded to power, and were afraid of the Com- 
munist mob. It was a disgrace keenly felt, 
as we believe, by the officers of the Society 
who were helpldss, as well as by all good 
citizens; but, worse than this, it was a 
precedent full of a danger which is now im- 
minent. 

The same felldwe who raided the Relief 
and Aid Society last year held a meeting Sun- 
day afternoon, at which KLs and others of 
like ilk made incdndiary speeches, when reso- 
lutions were adopted to the following effect: 
To distribute circulars calling mass-meetings 
in the three divisions of the city for Wednes- 
day evening; to ¢hoose men in whose hands 
the relief funds Mall be transferred! to dis- 
miss all the visitors of the present Associa- 
tion and choose snecessors from their num- 
bers! and to organize a demonstration for 
Thursday which shall overawe the Society 
and enforce these these demands. One fel- 
low at the Sunday meeting, in his harangue, 
referring to a possible encounter with the po- 
lice, is reported as saying that if those uni- 
formed bandits, those hirelings of a corrupt 
administration, those lawless executors of the 
law, dare to assajl them,—them the sover- 
eigns of this country, the people,—then he 
would expect every man of them to stand 
and fight, and if $0 be to die in defense of 
the good cause, and in the interest of their 
fellow-sufferers.” | Whereat, it is said, there 
was tremendous applause. 

Now this rabble has a right to hold mass- 
meetings, make speeches, and pass resolu- 
tions to their hearts’ content; but, if they 
attempt te carry out the same programme 
which they succeetied in carrying out a year 
ago, we hope, for the credit of the city and 
the safety of the community, that the Mayor 
and Police Commissioners and police officers 
will have the courage and manliness to do 
their duty in the premises. Every effort at a 
riotous demonstration must be put down on 
the instant, A mob that assembles with 
threats must be dispersed without parley, and 
its ring-leaders arrested and punished. The 
rascals who are at the bottom of this affair 
are not workingmen,—they are loafers.. They 
belong to the vagrant class, and must not be 
permitted to lead on the workingmen to 
acts of lawless “Bie which they will after- 


wards regret. funds of the Relief and 
Aid Society are entitled to the same protec- 
tion as the property of private individuals, 
and the City Government must give it to 
them. These funds are in the nature of a 
trust, lawfully delegated to the Society and 
lawfully admini 1.

Chicago seems doomed ta a periodical destruc- 
tion by fire. Ong by ove the largest houses in 
the city have succumbed to the flames, and twice 
a sweeping conflagration has leveled all alike. 
The July fire, which devastated a vast tract in 
the South Division and threatened the destruc- 
tion of the entire business portion of the city, 
was afterwards followed by the tate street fire, 
and the destruction of the most palatial 
jewelry house in the West. The building 
bas but scarcely been rebuilt; even with the 
pressure of Chicago enterprise, when destruc- 
tion again breaks loose apd again burns itself 
out, consuming everything in ite way. Yester- 
day morning about 8 o’clock the glue factory of 
the Wah! Brothers was discovered to be on fire, 
and before dawn the entire works were a heap of 
broken bricks, destroyed machinery, and ashes. 
The factory was the largest, witbout a single ex- 
ception, of any in the world. The buildings 
occupied about 8 acres on the east fork of the 
south branch of the river, fronting on Benson 
street, between Thirty-firgs and Thirty-second 
streets. 

THE WAHL BROTHERS, | 
Christian and Louis, came to this eity in 1854, 
and after running a small factory on the North 
Side for afew months, moved oat to their late 
location, where they have since continued, In 
1864 the works were for the first time partially 
destroyed by fire. Tue loss at this time was esti- 
mated at about $100,000, nearly one-half of 
which was covered by ingurancé. The works 
were rapidly rebuilt, and have been run- 
ning almost continually until about four 
weeks ago, when they were closed two 
weeks for repairs. At the expiration of that time 
work was again commenced bu not to the full 
capacity, about 250 mem being e:npioyed, where- 
as at full blast it required some 550 or 400 men 
to run all the different departments. 
THE WORKS 

consisted of a large three-story brick structure 
surrounded by at least twenty-seven smaller 
buildings. There, together with the stock, are 
estimated at between $400,000 and $500,000, al- 
though it is probable they could not 
be replaced for less than $600,000. They 
kept their own machini¢ts, carpenters and 
other mechanics on their own premises, 
and had everything complete and arranged on the 
very best smentitic principles. The dry-houses, 
in ode of which the fire origivated, were ex- 
traordinary for their design anc completeness. 
They employed about 400 men when running to 
full capacity and turoed out a marimum of seven 
tons of glue daily. The sige and capacity of the 
works are fully illustrated by the fact that dur- 
ing last year, 1,500 tons of glue were turned ont 
and sold. The worka-bavé been almost entirely 
free from accidents of all kinds, only two deaths 
haviog ever occurred among the workmen en- 

These two men were killed by the ex- 
plosion of a tank some tw years ago, aod ever 
since, as before that occurred, everything has 
ran smoothly. . 

THE FIRE WAS FIRST NOTICED 
by am employe named Tiede, who was at that 
time comiug on duty to assist in running off x 
tank of glue. He first went to the large s- 
story building formerly used as a dry-bouse, but 
which has beeu vacated alinoet completely uuti!

It might powsibiy have been 
caused by a spark from a workman’s pipe, al- 
though this is bighly improbabie, as, the 
origin been a slow and gradual increase from 3 
spark, uu would im all lixelihood havg been 
poti¢ed by the watchman or his previous round. 
The theory that the building had been over- 
heated gains the most credence from the fire- 
men, who state that the building was a mass of 
flame three minutes after it was first discovered, 

The watehmen connected with — 7 12 
partment gave eight alarms to engines Nos. 
and 6, sed | they were soon on the grounds, aud, 
together with the Babcock chemical, worked 
theit utmost, but all was of no avail, By the 
time that the alarm had been properly given to 
the Department, the vast works were surely 
doomed to destruction, and the concentrated ef- 
forts of the Fire Department merely confined 
the flames within the yard. The only building 
destroyed, other than the factory buildings, 
was a two-story frame building, north of the 
works, owned and occupied by Charles Chardet. 
He estimates his loss at $1,000. 

It was reported that some of the employes had 
been burned while endeayoricg to stay the fire, 
bat none of them were missing yesterday, and, 
so far as can be learned, there were no casualties 
during the progress of the conflagration. 

Engine No. 20, while proceeding to the fire, 
upset at the corner of Arnold and Twenty-sizth 
streets, but fortunately escaped damage, aad 
was righted quickly, and soon after put into ser- 
vice, None of her company was injured. 

Assistant Fire-Marshai Petrie stated yesterday

| obvious advantages would be gained, There is 


nothing im the language of Art. KI. of the Con- 
stitution to require that the reports be made 
on days fed in advance, Such reports lose much 
of their value from the fact that the banks can prepare 
themselves to make favorable exhibita. The National 
Banking act orignally named the dates for reports in 
advance, and the result was that the reports were easily 
made what the banks wanted them to be. The system 
was subsequently changed, so that the Comptroller 
calls for reports on a past date. 

The provision that the Auditor shall make pub- 
lio an abetract of the result of the exanjna- 
tion, when it reveals unsoundness or imsol- 
vonner im any bank, is a good device for protesct- 
img the public, but the public would be still bet- 
ter protected if the law required abstracts of all the 
exatuinations to be made public. This would guard 
them both against bad banks, and against an Au ditor 
who might ot be wise enough or good enough to use 
his discretion aright. 

The New York Journal of Commerce of Thursday 
last says:
